By moving to the WIT? tower we would 
eliminate the need for the current tover, 
grounding system, and repeater shack, 
Space uld be provided in the Ty 
transmitter bwiding for our radio 
equipment with the antenna attached at the 
450 foot level, The largest benefits would 
come in the form of a much wider coverage 
area and less maintenance,

good to be true! Pell, there is a catch,

project,
